(b) For failure of crops m the flood aff'ected areas 
of Visakhapatnam District, Government have previously 
ordered remission of land revenue The arrears of land 
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revenue now outstanding for collection represent the 
assessment on lands which were not entitled tor remis- 
sion and these arrears have to be collected In view of 
the general drought condnions during the current fash 
year in the district of Visakhapatnam, the Collector has 
proposed that the land revenue of the current fasli along 
with the arrears outstanding of the previous years be 
postponed till 1-12-1961 This proposal is under the 
consideration of Govt Government have already issued 
instructions that in the matter of collection of arrears 
of land revenue in the drought afifected areas, Collectors 
should hold up coercive process at their discretion
